Several Grayling area residents are 
travelling to Quebec for the third leg 
of the “triple crown” of canoe racing. 
“La Classique Internationale de 
Canots” is a three-day, three-leg race 
on the St. Maurice River from La 
Tugue to Trois Riveres, Quebec, 
September 4-5-6, 

“La Classique” is North America’s 
oldest major canoe race, now in its 
59th year, and features $25,000 
[Canadian] in prize money. It is the 
final leg in the “North American 
Marathon Canoe Racing 
Championship Series,” which has 
unofficially been dubbed the triple 
crown of canoe racing. 

New York state’s General Clinton 
Regatta and the Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon make 


up the first two legs of the 


Championship Series. This year’s 
AuSable Marathon had its largest field 
- in many years -— 34 teams vied for a 
share of North American’s largest 
canoe racing purse — $38,000 cash 
and prizes. The triple crown series has 


been credited with attracting more out- 
of-state paddlers to the Marathon, a 


trend that race officials anticipate will 


continue in 1993, . 

Quebec’s Serge Corbin, widely 
acknowledged as the top canoe racer 
in North America, and his partner, 


Grayling’s Brett Stockton, have won _ 


the first two races and are favored on ° 
Corbin’s home waters as well. They 
are confident but cautious, well aware 
thatonly aminorequipmentor physical 


problem could prove the difference in » 


a race as long as La Classique. 

La Classique is comparable to the 
AuSable Marathon in length, the 
winning time will be in the fifteen 
hour range. Unlike the Marathon, 
which is anon-stop race, La Classique 
is run in stages over three days; the 
longest stage is over seven hours, and 
the shortest is less than three hours. 

Corbin-Stockton can finish third at 


’ La Classique and still jointly share the 


triple crown award. Bruce Barton of 
Homer, Michigan, their nearest rival, 
needs a victory at La Classique, 


combined with a fourth place finish by 
Corbin-Stockton for a shot at the 
crown. 

Bill Torongo of Roscommon, is 


currently seventh in the standings. He 


flew to Quebec Monday to begin pre- 
race workouts wilh his pariner, Michel 
Levasseur, of Grand Mere, Quebec. 
Though they have not paddled together 
previously, Torongo has a positive 
attitude about the upcoming race and 
is, in his words “‘pumped up for it.” 
Jim Harwood of Grayling, and Dave 


Shepherd of Frederic, are expected to . 


race in Quebec as are Fritz Lamm of 
Grayling, and his partner Al Widing, 
Sr., of Mio. Harwood is riding the 
Championship Series “bubble,” as he 
is currently eleventh in the standings 
and prize money will be paid to the top 
ten finishers. 

A major Championship Series cup 
will be christened and ceremoniously 
presented to the winner in this, the 
inaugural year of the Series. The triple 
crown is essentially an individual 
award, though teammates who paddle 


all three races together may tie for and 
share the award. 

The cup is being carried to Quebec 
by two representatives of the 
Weyerhaeuser AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon ~-- Phil Weiler and Steve 
Southard. Weiler was co-chair of this 
year’s Marathon; Southard, a past 
Marathon chair, began exploratory 
discussions with the other races about 
a championship series five years ago 
after a visit to La Classique. 


While in Quebec, they will also be 
working with representatives of La 
Classique and the General Clinton 
Regatta to begin to standardize race 
officiating among the three 
Championship Series races. Marathon

60-pound Grayling woman 
trying to overcome anorexia

Merrideth Jones is five feet tail and 
weighs only 60 pounds, At the age of 
26, she continues to fight the cating 
disorder anorexia. After a 14-year up 
and down battle with this diseasc, 
Merrideth is in her terminal phase and 
is seeking treatment ai a clinic in 
California. 

“We had-.to send Merrideth to 
California to receive proper care 

- because Michigan does not have an 

appropriate prograin to fit her necds,” 
her husband Mike Jones said. 

The programs in Michigan offer 
gencralized treatment for a group of 


eating disorders. This, along with the ° 


fact that the patients are not made 
personally accountable for their weight 
lossor gain, contributed tothe decision 

- to send Merrideth to California. 
“In the program Merrideth is 
currently seeking, every anorexic is 


held accountable for cach pound lost — 


or gained. The goal is to gain one 


quarter of a pound a day. The 
individual accountability is why these 
types of programs work so well for 
Memidcth,” Jones said . 

After finally finding a program 
capable of helping Merrideth, financial 
support is the battle now. 

“IT make too much money for state 
aid, and I’m getting some help from 
my insurance, but it costs $970 a day 
to keep her as an inpaticnt, which is 
what she needs,” Jones said. “Even if 
she were able to be an outpatient, it 
would cost $250 each visit.” 


_ Merrideth originally went into the 


hospital under emergency 


circumstances, but they dischargedher _ 


because of lack of finances after she 
had retained enough nutrients to stay 
alive. She is currently staying with 
relatives near the hospital. 

“The hospital wants their money up 


front, but Merrideth only hasa limited — 


amount of time, At 60 pounds, the 
most activity she is capable of is 


moving around the house for maybe 
three hours a day,” Jones said, 

Merrideth’s doctor, Dr. Donald 
Burkley, of Grayling, agreed ihat 
Merrideth’s case is more serious than 
many anorexic cases. 

“There are a lot of patients with 
eating disorders, but most are not ‘as 
extreme as Memideth, She has a very 
severe problem,” he said,” 

If her problem isnot controlled soon, 
Merrideth may not survive to return to 
Grayling. 

“Because she is in the later stages 
of her iliness, we're not cven sure if 
it’s reversible with a miracle,”-Jones 
said. “Right now it looks terminal.”

After the Democrats finished in New 
York, Nominee Bill Clinton took a 
tremendous jump in the ever-present 
polis. President George Bush 
plummeted. If the polls were to be 
believed, the GOP might as well have 
given up right then. . 

But the first polls after the 
Republican convention had a similar 
positive result for Mr. Bush. Mr. 
Clinton’s poll advantage slipped 
slightly each week after the Democratic 
convention, but he still led by a 
whopping 18 to20 points in most polls 
before the Republican clambake.

"will be sold are called Zero Coupon 


Bonds. These bonds are very similar 
toU.S. Savings Bonds. You purchase 
the bond for less than the redemption 
or face value and after a certain period 
of time you redeem the. bond and 
receive face value which is more than 
you paid for it. There are several 
money saving advantages to our district 
with Zero Coupon Bonds. A lower 
interest rate can be assessed to them, 
for asubstantial period of time we will 
not be paying interest and during this 
time ourexisting debt will have fallen. 

The second typeof bond is aCurrent 
Interest Bond. The purchaser of this 
bond pays full face value for it and 
periodically receives “current interest” 
based on the amount of the bond, The 
reason people buy these bonds, cither 
type, is because they are a stable 
investment and tax free. 

Our school district is loaned the 
money as the bonds are sold. As with 
any building project, the entire amount 
is not due “up front” so it is not 
necessary to sell each and every ‘bond 
at the same time, 

Just as many people within our 
community are currently borrowing 
to buy new homes or refinancing their 
present ones, now is also an opportune 
time for the Crawford AuSabis School 
District to borrow moncy as interest 
rates are exceedingly low. Due to the

daily fluctuation of these rates it is | 
almost impossible to state the exact 
dollar figure paid out at the end of } 
thirty years. We do know that the | 
total amount of a home mortgage is 
280 to 300% above the original loan 
and the total amount to pay back the 
bond loan would be 20 to 30% Jess 
than this. 
As with home mortgages, the | 
money loaned must be paid back | 
with interest. This is why each | 
property owner’ s tax assessment will 
increase. In order to take care of this | 
$25 million plus interest lent to our 
school distzict this increase amounts | 
to, depending on assessed value, | 
between 69¢ and approximately $2 
weekly per property owning family, | 
There is very little today, particularly 
something of value to all of us, that 
can be purchased for this type of | 
weekly sum,
